1. Start a hedge this month. The sooner you
put it in, the more growth you'll get through the
year. Check your nursery for the good-looking varie

ties of that practical hedge plant, privet; or con-

sider the many varities of pittosporum available
now. Oleander makes a wonderful flowering hedge
for a hot spot, and members of the laurel family
grow into handsome, glossy screens or dividers.

2. Check your nursery for early spring flower-
ing shrubs and trees, and make your selection while
the plants are in bloom. In some areas you may
still find late blooming deciduous parercot, but
most of them will be in containers now.

3. As your flowering shrubs and trees come
into bloom, you can shape them to your desire
and use the flowered branches as indoor decora-
tion. Tall branches of bloom are dramaztic in a low
bowl in an entry or hall — and for smaller scaled
arrangements try arranging vour spring blossoms
with daffodils and primroses.

4. Citrus trees can be planted now. Ask about
the ones that do well in your area. Give them a
warm, sheltered spot where they will not get water
too often. Good drainage is 2 must.

5. You'll find choice crysanthemum planis in
the nursery this month. Try the low growing com-
pact ones that don't require staking for the best
landscaping effect. Use st least three plants of a
variety to make the best show.
